In 1985-86, for the first tme in 15 years^, the total number of 
first-professional degrees decreased. At the same tiite, the number of 
degrees awarded at all other levels—bachelor's, master's, and 
doctor's— -renained fairly stable over the previous year. 

According to data gathered by the Center for Education Statistics, the 
number of first-professional degrees dropped from about 75,100 in 
1984-85 to just over 73,900 in 1985-86. The decrease appears to be due 
prinarily to a substantial drop in the largest field, law, as well as in 
two of the smller health fields, dentistry and optonetry. While degrees 
in the largest health field, medicine, were virtxaally level, those in 
chiropractic iredicine showed a 27.6 percent increase over the previous 
year. 

Ihese are seme of the significant findings from the survey of Degrees 
and Other Formal Awards Conferred Between July 1, 1985 and June 30, 1986- 
Ohis survey is part of the Hi^ier Education General Information Survey 
(REGIS XXI), vMch has been conducted annually for the past 21 years by 
the Center for Education Statistics* Using this siirvey,the Center 
requests data from institutia*3 of hiaher education on tiie number of 
earned degrees and othe fontal awards conferred, by level of award, 
program area or field of study, and sex and race/ethnicity of degree 
recipients. Race data are requested oienn;.ally. The survey methodology at 
the end of this bulletin gives further detcdls .

Ihe totcil nuniber of degrees grew only 0.7 percent from 1,373,700 in 

1984- 85 to 1,384,000 in 1985-86 (table A); and the numbers of bachelor's, 
iraster's, and doctor's degrees v^re up only sli^tly frccn the previous 
year. Degrees awarded at the bachelor's and naster's levels increased 0.9 
percent and 0.8 percent, respectively^ frcra 1984-85 to 1985-86. Doctor's 
degrees, v^di have fluctuated over t 5 years, experienced the largest 
increase (2.2 percent) of all degree l.;/vels in 1985-86. Ihis followed a 
0.8 percent decrease in doctoral awards fron 1983-84 to 3,984-85. Only the 
niimber of first<-{2rofessional degrees decreased betv^een 1984-85 and 

1985- 36. Htds fall of 1.5 pe-:cent followed a 0.9 percent increase in 
1984-85 (table 1).

Hie changes in the number of degrees awarded varied by sex of 
recipients (table 1) . The total number of degrees awarded to men in 
1985-86 was up 0.3 percent after a 0.2 percent decline in 1984-85. At all 
award levels exc^ first-professional, the decline between 1983-84 and 

1984- 85 in number of degrees to men was reversed. While in 1984-85 men 
earned 482,500 bachelor's degrees, in 1985-86 they earned 485,900, a 
sli^t increase of 0.7 percent. Master's degrees avrarded to men increased 
less than 0.1 percent, frcm 143,400 in 1984-85 to 143,500 in 1985-86. 
Doctor's degrees to nen were also vsp, by about 0.5 percent, vAiile their 
first-professional degrees declined by 2.4 percent (table A). 

The number of degrees granted to women continued to grew between 

1983- 84 and 1985-86. The total increased 1.2 percoit fron 1984-85 to 

1985- 86 vMch was about the .«=«ne increase as that from 1983-84 to 

1984- 85. Bie number of bachelor's degrees to women rose 1 percent in both 

1984- 85 and 1985-86, viiile master's degrees to them increased also, 1.6 
and lc5 percent, respectively. For the first tiine in 3 yrsars, women 
received nore than one-half of the total master's degrees avrarded in 

1985- 86. Women nade the greatest gain at the doctoral level— 5.3 
percent. The increase for the prior year was oily 0.9 percent (table A) . 
Although the number of degrees to women has accelerated over the last 
decade at the first-professional level, the nvmiber of degrees awarded 
increased only 0.2 percent in 1985-86, coipared to an average annual 
increase of 3 percent between 1975 and 1985."* In 1385-86, only 41 itore 
degrees vjea?e awarded to women than in the previous year (table 1) - Vfcmen 
continued to account for only about one-third of both doctor's and 
first-prof essioncil degrees (figure).

• Business aixi inanagenent degrees rose 2.1 percent from the 
previous year (table 2) . Degrees in this field v?ere about 
one-fourth of all bachelor's degrees awarded in. 1985-86. 

• Social sciences degrees vflere \jg 2.5 percent (table 2), the first 
increase since their peak in 1971-72.^ 

• Education and engineering degrees were both down 1.1 percent 
(table 2). U>is was the first decrease in 10 years for 
engineering degrees and the sirallest decrease for education 
degrees since they peated in 1972-73. 

• CSoraputer and informtion sciences and mathetatics shared the 
spotlight with the largest incrbdse in degrees at the bachelor's 
level. Ihey both increased 7.7 percent fran 1984-85 to 1985-86

Rducation degrees, vjhich have been declining in number at all 
award levels over the past decade, increased slightly at the 
master's level for the first time in 10 years. 

'Ihe number of business and management degrees avarded vas down 
sli^tly by 0.6 peix:ent, marfdng the first decrease in 30 
years. ^ 

Health sciences degrees were up by 7.1 percent, eifter a small 
decrease the previous year (t£i)le 3) . 

Degrees in public affairs were up 1.6 percent in 1985-86, 
the second straight year of increases (table 3).

Survey Msthodoloqy 

Statistics for this bulletin are based on reports of institutions 
responding to the survey **Degrees and Other Fontal Awards Conferred" for 
the year July 1 1985 to June 30, 1986. Ihis survey requests data on the 
nunfcer of postsecordary certificates for less than 1 year, postsecondary 
certificates for 1 but' less than 4 years, associate degrees, bachelor's 
degrees, master's degrees, doctor's degrees, and first-professional 
degarees conferred by institutions of hic^ier education. 

Survey foxms were sent to the universe of 3,388 colleges and 
imiversities and their branches in the Iftiited States and outlying 
territories. (Qoly data for the 50 States and DC, including the U.S. 
service schools, are discussed in this bulletin.) The universe includes 
3,355 degree granting institutions and 33 rabbinical schools that do not 
confer fornal awards, Bie response rate of 92.6 percent was based on the 
3,355 i^istitutions that are degree granting. Reports were received froti 
3,108 institutions, and 247 did not respond. Data were imputed for 205 
nonrespondent institutions, based on their previous responses. Data were 
not inputed for the ranaining 42 nonrespondent institutions. Bieir 
records were zero-filled because the institutions were new to the HEGIS 
universe and no previous data wece available. These institutions are 
small, and thus the total nuitber of degrees conferred by the institutions 
would not have significantly dhanged the overall findings from the survey. 

Uie data for this bulletin are based on infomation fron 1,969 
institutions. Those institutions that award degrees belcw the bachelor's 
level were excluded.
